opened hie splace of business for the 
purpose of selling cream and milk. 


In, this decision Judge Barham sa:5 
the man had, broken the law because 
there is no r<ftsonable necessity for 
selling ice cream in this city any- 
where hut in regular eating houses. 
Justice Changes Mind. 


Justice Locke at the time, under- 


stood that to nean that it was un- 
lawful to sell ice cream and milk in 
durg stores and news stands, they not 
being regular licensed eating houses. 
He had ben£ holding that unlawful. 
However, until todajr, no case was 
brought before him wherein he could 
announce his change of attitude, 
brouht about by the decision of the 
upper court. 
When Judge 
B>rham announced 
this decision n June, the city manager 
said that In his opinion the decision 


* of the police justice was unchanged: 
.that ice cream and milk could be sold 
in drug stores and news stands. 
Hence, he would not instruct his po- 
lice officers to make any arrests of 
druggists and news dealers who hand- 
lea the milk products on the Sabbath. 
But yesterday Officer Harvey Mii»- 
ter arrested S. Lampros, who oper- 
ates two places of business on Wash- 
ington Avenue. 
£efoe one place he 
was selling snowball for fi$e cents 
apiece, and in another h ewas sell- 
ing ice cream and milk. His business, 
ia the opinion of the officer was so 
complex that he thought the matter 
ought to he brought before the po- 
lice justice, 
- 
It turned, out before the justice 
that Lambros was a news dealer, and 
that he was selling ice cream and 
milk at his" news stand. That was the 
justice's opportunity to annourca rhe 
new interpretation of the law.

Telephone Inventor 


Dies In Canada 


Man Who Madd Wonderful 


Contribution to World 
Passes Away at Advanced 
Age—His Life In Review. 


(By The Asslciated Press.) 


STDJfEY, N. S., Aug. ».—Dr. 
Alexander Graham Bell, inventor 
of tbe telephone, died at his home 
ar-Baddeck last night. 
Dr. Bell died atT two o'clock 
this morning at his estate near 
Baddeclc Although in 
failing 
health for some time, he waa not 
conned to his bed and the end 
was Unexpected.

- Alexander Graham Bell -lived to'see 
experiments which he began with a 
dead mauls ear less than fifty years 
ago result In 4 means of communi- 
cation for millions of long distance 
telephone conversations daily in all 
larts of the world. 
The possibility 


of talking over, a wire, ridiculed-then 
as a dream- by almost everybody ex'- 
cept BeH, became during his life- 
time a reality commonplace and. mar- 
velous^ 
The B«n basic patent, known in the 


records at "Washington as No. 174,46 
has be.en called the most -valuable 
single patent ever issued In the whole 
history of invention. There are to- 
day over thirteen million telephone 
instruments through which billions 
of telephone conversations are carried 
on each year. 
.... 
Means of communication had been 


a hobby in the Bell family long be- 
fore the inventor of the telephone 
was born. 
Two generations back 


Alexander Melille Bell, father of the 
inventor of the telephone perfected a 
system of visible speech. 
With this heritage, the son. born in 
Edinburgh. Scotland, in 1847 under- 
took similar experiments while still a 
lad 
He constructed an artificial 
skull of gutta-percha and India rub- 
ber that would pronounce several 
words in weird tones, when blown 
into by a hard bellows- At the age 
of sixteen, he became, like his father, 
a teacher of elocution, and an in- 
structor of deaf mutes. 
Bell reached a crisis In his life at 
the age of 22. when he was threat- 
ened with tuberculosis. 
The white 


plague caused the death, of his two 
brothers and the Bell family migrated 
to Brantford. Canada.

A meeting at that time-with S!r 
Charles Wheatstone, the English in- 
ventor of the telegraph, fired the 
voung elocutionist with ambition to 
Invent a musical, or multiple, tele- 
graph, which eventualy turned out 
to be a telephone. 
His father while giving a lecture in 
Boston, prjnidly mentioned the son s 
success 
in 
teaching London deaf 
mutes. 
This led the Boston^-Board 


of Education to offer the younger 
Bell 1500 to introduce his system in

One of the curious things about 
the invention of the telephone is that 
Bell knew nothing about electricity 
when he started. He knew a great 
deal about acoustics though, and the 
formation of the human organs of 
speech and hearing 
Bell was called 


to Washington once when he v/as in 
the slouglj of despondency and took 
the onortunity to call oh Prof. Joseph 
Henry, who knew as much about- 
electricity an dth£ telegraph as any 
man living. Henry told him "he had 
the germ of a ^reat invention. 
"But," said Bell, "I have rot grot 
'the electrical knowledge that is nec- 
essary." 
"Get it." said Henry. 
Bell did get some of it—enough. 
"Had. I known more about elec- 
tricity and les about sound," he said, 
"I would never have Invented the 
telephone " 
While Dr. Bell will be best remem- 
bered as the inventor of the tele- 
phone, a claim that has been sustain- 
ed through many leeal contests, he 
also became noted for other inven- 
tions.

Each one of these subjects has 


>een considered by a special com- 
mittee of the conference, and model 
statutes 
prepared.

resented &t the meetings when action 
on the proposals wil Ibe taken. 
During the 31 years of the.exist- 


ence of the conference 311 uniform 
acts have been dapoled in the vari- 
ous stats and jurisdictions. Twenty- 
six uniform acts have been drafted 
and approved by the conference as 
covering; the subjects which the com- 
missioners believe should be handled

Some con- 
tend that M. Lenin should not be per- 
mitted to recover and regain control 
of the government because his new 
economic policies proved a failure. 
Since M. Lenin's illness first became 
known he has been reported as suffer- 
ing from every kind of disease from 
dementia praecox to gout and stomach 
trouble, resulting from overeating.

As an ex- 
ample the engineer showed that the 
Panama canal would be useless with- 
out the artificial lake which keeps 
the canal full of water. And Lake 
Michigan, he said, is shrinking-- Since 
the government began to keep rec- 
ords, the surafce of the lake has 
been' lowered several inches 
Half 
a century ago the laks was said to be 
slightly less than 620 feet above the 
surface of the Atlantic Ocean and is 
now said to be little more than 618 
feet above the Atlantic. According 
to Mr. Denlson the greater part of 
this shrinkage has taken place dur- 
ing the last 15 years. 
"The water necessary for the gulf 
canal' could be obtained from .Lake 
Superior," the engineer said. ''Lake 
Superior is now nearly 21 feet higher 
than Lake Michigan, but the bottom 
of Lake Superior goes down many 
hundred feet below the surface of 
the Atlantic. 
In many places in 
Lake Superior it is not certain that 
the bottom has been reached eten at 
Tour or five thousand feet, while Lake 
Michigan is comparatively shallow 
even in its deepest places. 
The 
many smaller lakes in temjory sur- 
rounding Lake Superior are one to 
eight'hundred feet above its surfac? 
They receive much water but have 
no surface river outlets. 
It Is Mr 
Denlson's belief that these lakes have 
underground outlets into Lake Su- 
perior. 
The supply of water from Lake Su- 
perior and the sma'.ler lakes that are 
ibove and surrounding it will be 
practically inexhaustible, but only as 
long as the large tracts of forests are 
allowed to stand. The future genera- 
tions, it was stated, will suffer in 
every -teay if "thia selfish generation 
is allowed to rob the earth of one of 
Its most valuable resources" 
Mr. JJenison said this excessive 
water, suply giveS Lake Superior 
much more than it needs, and in 
certain seasons the oversupply goes 
down through Sault Ste. Marie into 
Lake Huron in large quantities "All 
of this water should come down the 
twenty-one-loot

Michigan and would* do so were it 
not for the solid rimrock or basin 
edge which holds it back." he con- 
tinued. "This rimrock starts on this 
surface at a point a short distance 
west of Marquette and continues east 
to Sault Ste. Marie. A low place in 
the rimrock at Au Tram makes this 
point the most desirable spot to begin 
the canal." 
The engineer's observations showed 
that there are few shal!ow beaches 
around Lake Superior except in bays, 
channels ajjd small river mouths. 
Ninety-five percent of the shore is 
deep water one hundred to five hun- 
dred feet from land, and consequent- 
ly does not give, good footing for 
breakwaters much further out. 
At the pronosed starting point the 
soil is light and san.dy~ for slightly 
more than two miles south from Lake 
Superior, averaging ten to fifty feet 
above the level pf the lake, the re- 
port shows. The next three miles are 
of rimrock, flftt feet to seventy-five 
above the lake level, and covered 
with a light sandy soil. 
South of 
the rimrock the land slopes down for 
a distance of Saore than a mile to 
about four miles of low, swampy land 
from" which a small river runs to 
headwaters of the Escanaba bay.

RETIRED PASTOR 


COMES INTO OWN 


MONTREAT, N C , July 31.—"Un- 
der whatever plan it may'be, as dif- 
ferent denominations direct, the aged 
and retired minister is coming into 
his own," declared Rev. J. B. Hinge- 
ley, D D., of SThcago, 111, before the 
conference on Christian education and 
ministerial relief now in session here. 
Continuing, Dr. Hmgeley, who is 
secretary of the retired ministers re- 
lief board of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, said that the conscience of 
the church is becoming awakened on 
tfce subject of-the dutj&it owes minis- 
ters who"lia*e worn~ftte11is«lv*i8re~at in 
-its service and that where they for- 
merly received a mere pittance for 
support and .faced penury upon retire- 
ment, a different condition exists to- 
day and the various denominations 
are coming to recognize their duty in 
this connecbon7 
He then spoke especially of the plan 
which is m operation in the Methodist 
Episcopale' Church for the support of 
retired ministers and the widows and 
orphans of ministers. He showed 
them in that church the basis of sup- 
port in each annual conference fflt the 
claimants in that conference is fixed 
upon the average salary received by 
the active pastors and the retired min- 
ister receives on-seventleth of that 
amount, multiplied by the "number of 
years u uaa s*t,**~. .a the ministry. A 
wid«w of a minister receives three- 
fourths'of -what her husband as a re- 
tired minister would receive, multi- 
plied by the number of years she has 
been the wife of a minister, and ach 
orphan child of a ministr receives one- 
fourth of the amount his or her fath- 
er would receive as a retired minis- 
ter until each child has' passed the 
high school age. These salaries are 
paid from year to jear upon thia bas- 
is, hence in an annual conference 
where the average salary of an ac- 
tive pastor is S2.000. as is true of the 
Jforth Minnesota, conference of which 
Dr. Hingeley is a member, a retired 
minister who had spent 44 years in 
the ministry ivould receive each year 
one-seventieth of that amount multi- 
plied by 44, or about 81,400 and the 
rule mentioned above applies to the 
case of widows and orphans. 
Dr. Hingeley stated further that In 
addition to the provision thus made 
for conference claimants, the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church also has a 
special fund to aid ministers who be- 
come disabled early in life. 
. In the council of relief boards, of 
which Dr. Hingeley is president, and 
Rev. Henry H. Sweets. D. D.. secre- 
tary of the department of ministerial 
relief of the Southern 
PresbyterUn 
church, and secretary also of this 
council, fourteen denominations are 
represented with a total endowment 
of 8fO.000.000 for ministerial relief.

HE TOURED EUROPE.

ETf. YORK, Aug. 2.—Motor tour- 
ists who go fliwering up and 
down ttoe country burning up vaca- 
tions -and week-ends are mere pikers 
compared to Albert JBigelow Paine, 
author. 
Pain.e, who h** been writing books 
for 30* years and is famous as Mark 
Twain's 'biographer, has just return- 
ed from Prance acommpanied by his 
car. ' In it <he made a year's tour of 
France and Switzerland, covering the 
same route,he-took in 1913. ' 
Yes, with the same car. 
No, it isn't a flivver. Nor what is 
called-a "big car, either." 
"I've had that old'tius more than 10 
years," he says. "She's gorie more than 
50,000 miles—and I know and love 
every jr&ttle in1 her. I call her 'Queen 
Victoria,' because of her long reign." 
Paine wrote a book about the first 
trip, "The Car That Went Abroad," 
and he did the trip again to find out 
what the car could, do and to see 
how'the war had changed France. 
Car Survives—France, Too 
"The car stood the trip—and so did 


FranfceV be says. "Travelers who say 
the country or the people are differ- 
ent since the war get a mistaken idea 
because they only visit the big" cities 
and the resorts. 
"Anyboy who says the French peo- 


ple hate America and do not appreci- 
ate our work in the war is absolute- 
ly wrong 
Ouj in the villages they 
revere America and Americans." 
Another thing Paine found out was 
that you can leave an auto standing 
in the streets indefinitely—in small 
towns, not in Paris—and not even 
bags or robes will be stolen. 
Gasoline costs about twice as much 
as in America," he says, "but travel- 
ing was cheap, because there was no 
garage rent and I lived at village inns 
—room and three meals a day-^for 
from fl.25 to $2 dally." 
There are handicaps, however, to 
European motorine If you take vour 
own car o\er, the freight, including 
cost of packing, will be at least $4«0. 
Paine- says, and you will have to put 
'up a cash deposit at the French port 
of entry guaranteeing you will not 
sell the car in that country. 
When you take the car out you get 
your money back. 
The deposit re- 
quired is jBO per cent of the car's 
value. , - ' 
"French, officials decide the value," 
says Paiae^ "Although I had a lefter 
fro rathe makers of my bus that it 
wasn't worth more than ?125 tp them, 
even as junk, the French valued it at 
10,000 francs.
